Paris, Mar. 18. 


It was learned today that the three Western 
powers may call for a showdown with Russia be- 
fore starting on plans for the new Council of 


Foreign Ministers’ meeting. 
The patience of the United 


States, Britain and France 


is beginning to wear thin after two weeks of futile efforts 
to agree with Russia on a list of subjects for the Foreign 


Ministers to discuss. 


The conference of the four 
powers here is almost hopelessly 
deadtocked and for two days the 
Sovict delogate, ‘Mr Andrei 
Gromyko, has been monopolising 
sesyicns with propaganda attacks 
on the West, : :
